3. The information disclosure statement filed 1 1/3/08 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

The JP 57-166472 has not been considered - the Abstract is not in English (it is in 
French).

1 0. Claims 1 , and 8-1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Legille etal. (4,547,116). 
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Legille et al. shows the claimed invention where a device for controllably charging a 
furnace has a chuts 24 which is movable by a linkage system which passes through a 
bearing 40; the linkage system is driven by a motor (through worm 90) which drives a 
curvilinear rack 74 and transfers power to linkages comprising a first linkage 46, a 
second linkage 50 and a third linkage (not tabled, see figure 1 , just above reference 
number 28 lies a linkage which connects to the movable chute); the first and third 
linkages are connected together by the second linkage. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 2-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
